Massacbnsetts Institute of Technology. 
A young man who has completed the 
work of one of the regular courses of 
four years may now study special prob- 
lems in electricity, sanitary engineering, 
railroad construction and the like aud 
as a result receive the degree of "Kug 
D." (doctor of engineering), coi respond- 
ing to tbe doctorate of philosophy (Ph. 
D.) granted by literary colleges for val- 
uable achievements in tbe field of schol- 
arship. 


The degree has never before been 


Riven in this country for actual work, 
though it has been granted as an bon- 
orarj distinction. In Germany, howev- 
er, it has been bestowed upon adxanced 
students since the lloyal School of 
Technology 
at 
Cbarlotlenburg was 


started by the Emperor William in 
1899. The kaiser himself established 
the degree and declared his intention 
of making the standards of the great 
scientific schools as respectable and re- 
spected as those of the regular univer- 
sities, and ahliough one of the Ger- 
mans who has already taken his Eng. 
D. is Prince ileiiry of the royal family 
the honor was conferred as a recogni- 
tion of bis attainments as a naval en- 
gineer. 


As in Germany, therefore, tbe Jlassa- 


chusetts Institute of Technology in- 
tends to graduate no doctors of engi 
neering who have not given to the 
study of practical problems of living 
just sucb dev otion and painstaking ac- 
curacy as characterize student life in 
the graduate schools of Harvard, Johns 
Hopkins, Cornell, Michigan or Chicago 
A student, in other words, cannot get 
the right of writing Eng. D. after his 
name until he bas found out something 
valuable which, the world did not know 
before.

From Pittsburg she jour- 
neyed to Cincinnati, then to Chicago, 
St. Louis, Kansas City and Denver, 
stopping at many large cities between 
Denver and the Pacific slope, and from 
Alaska to Mexico. She journeyed on a 
United States transport to the Philip- 
pine Islands, thence on another trans- 
port to China, Spain, Africa and finally 
New York by way of the Mediterra- 
nean, arriving in Boston in excellent 
condition.

has had some novel experiences. These 
have been recorded in a journal which 
was placed in the trunk as well as a 
scrapbook for newspaper clippings. 
When she left Boston, the weather was 
cold, and she was comfortably dressed 
for the season in jS'ew England. Of 
course she encountered all sorts of 
weather and temperatures during her 
travels. The collector of customs at 
Zamboanga, while certifying that Co- 
lumbia had complied with the customs

Accord- 
ing to her diary, Columbia was particu- 
larly invited, with the women and offi- 
cers of the United States transport Mc- 
Ciellcn. to an impromptu dance at Raf- 
fle's hotel in Singapore.

back to Boston and with which her 
trunk was filled. In Ceylon she was 
presented with a beautiful Japanese 
paper doll by a little Japanese girl. In 
Palestine she received a remarkable 
costume called "Kauiallah." very elab- 
orately embroidered. 
She has coins 


from China and Japan, curious pin- 
fusbions, a pickaninny doll given her 
in the Philippines and a number of 
pretty baskets.

all concerned. And In many cases also 
this idea can be utilized without inter- 
fering at all with the independence of 
each farm family. This topic is one of 
big interest, and we would like to see 
its pros and cons discussed. Our friends 
wlio know of instances of this kind, 
whether successful or unsuccessful, are 
requested to write us about the same. 
Certainly there are important advan- 
tages to ba gained by consolidation of 
farms in certain cases,-but no general 
rules can be applied to the proposition. 
—American Agriculturist.

Fruit Tree*. 


One serious mistake in planting fruit 


trees where space is limited, as on city 
and suburban residence lots, is putting 
out too many trees on too few square 
rods, says an exchange. Of standard 
trees, one to (he square rod is enough 
and far better than two on the same 
space. In many places we see peach, 
penr and plum trees planted only tf-n or 
twelve feet apart. 
These never give 


satisfaction, and additional fertilizers 
will not remedy the error. A little space 
may he wived by planting within a few 
feet of a cross fence', but near a bound- 
ary, or outside fence, pillage will over- 
come any advantage in space. It is bet- 
ter to have half a dozen good tree's with 
proper distance than .p have seven or 
more trees on the same space. 
It IB 


generally better to give up the ground 
occupied to the trees and not attempt 
to grow vegetables among th^m. for 
the result of this double cropping is in- 
ferior vegetables and injury to the fruit 
trees.

the pomp and ceremony that the means 
of the parents will allow. That the 
poor people may aot be deprived of the 
benefit of the ceremony the government 
provides all that is necessary for it at 
one of the temples at Bangkok. The 
center of the cereiuyny ii the cutting 
off of the topknot, which is .i!l the hair 
children an; permitted to wear up lo 
that time. But associated with it are a 
number of purifications and olhcr reli- 
gious forms which have to be scrupu- 
lously carried out. The topknot, which 
is ordinarily adorned with- a chaplet of 
llowers or beads, often held in place 
with a jeweled pin of considerable val-% 
ue. is now much more rcsplendently 
adorned, while the child is further load- 
ed with tbe richest jewels the family 
can provide. After the ceremony the 
hair Is allowed to grow all over the 
head and is usually worn about an inch 
long, standing up like a brush. The 
child is nor.- reckoned to have reached 
man's estate, although, to their credit 
be it said, the Siamese are in no hurry 
to marry their children. Iiv fact, undue 
haste to make a match for a daughter 
is apt to raise a question as to whether 
thlugrs :ire so flourishing with the fam- 
ily as they might be. 


When marriage is thought of, it is of- 


ten the result of mutual affection and 
lakes tbe form of an elopement, -with 
subsequent forgiveness by the old folk. 
The more formal way calls for a lot of 
negotiation and tbe payment to the 
parents of "ka nom," which is often,' 
however, returned to the daughter on 
the birth of her first child. The monks, 
who are the astrologers of the country 
among 
other 
accomplishments, 
aro 


called upon to fix tbe lucky day, on the 
arrival of which the bridegroom and 
bis friends go to the bride's house, car- 
rying presents of cakes and betel. AIT 
Siamese chew betel, and not to offer it 
to a guest is a serious breach of hospi- 
tality. The quids when ready for chew- 
ing consist of leaves of the betel pep- 
per, chips of areca nut—there is no 
such thing as betel nut that careless 
travelers write about—a little slaked 
lime and sometimes tobacco also. The 
Siamese word for this mixture is ap- 
propriately "muk." This will always 
be iu evidence at ^veddings. and the 
preparation and presentation of the be- 
te^ tray to the bridegroom constitute 
one of the forms of acceptance by the 
bride of his authority over her. The 
monks -will be already in attendance, 
feasted -with the best that can be pro- 
vided, and the ceremony of marriage is 
performed by them with the sprinkling 
of consecrated water over the couple. 


But the greatest ceremony of all 


takes place after death. If the person 
be of high rank, the body is placed in a 
sitting posture in a large metal urn or 
among the commoners in an ordinary 
coffin. After being kept a period that 
lengthens with the exaltation of rank 
a day is fixed for the cremation. All 
the friends of the family are invited, 
and enormous sums are spent on enter- 
taining- them and providing free shows 
for tbe general public. The guests vrill 
enter the inclosurc, while Chinese thea- 
ters. Siamese marionettes and plays 
will bo provided for all who care to 
witness them. On entering .one would 
be met by some member of the de- 
ceased's family bearing a black 
IMS, 


into which all are invited in turn to dip 
a hand. It is found to contain a num- 
ber of liny balls, each of which is hol- 
low and contains a screw of paper. A 
Siamese figure on it refers to a similar 
figure on some article in one of the 
booths in the inclosure, and the guests 
are expected to present tbe number to 
the attendants an*d receive as a present 
whatever it represents. 


There may be a dinner, but anyway 


refreshments will be provided in abun- 
danc'1. Just at sunset the pyre will be 
lighted. A stick of scented wood or a 
wreath of flowers made of the per- 
fumed SEwlalwocd. as well as a candle
